Guthrie, Ok., Nov. 12,-M aking an' 
original constitution rarely comes more 
than once in a life time. It is the most 
important of all legislative perform­ 
ance and furnishes the groundwork upon 
which are built the various systems of 
government and through which the 
people of the world are prone to judge 
the character of a state’s citizenship. 
If error is made in drafting the consti­ 
tution of Oklahoma the fault will lie 
strictly at home, for in the light of 
history the constitution of every one of 
the other forty-five states is an open 
book* To charge rampant in regulating 
the*trusts and pay no attention to mat­ 
ters through which the commonwealth’s 
prosperity would be advanced under 
legitimate conditions might place an 
unnatural handicap upon generations 
to come. 
Yet the rights of the people 
are not to be disregarded; for from 
whence comes the power also comes the 
authority to say what that power shall 
be. 
Judging the convention as a whole, it 
! is anticipated the delegates will en- 
i deavor to give the state a substantial 
• piece of work and one that will stand 


I the scrutiny of other states, as well as 
that of the most critical judges. 
The convention understands,of course, 
that the terms of the constitution must 
oonform to the terms of the enabling 
act, and after so doing must be accept­ 
able to the people of the state. In case 
there is failure to keep faith with the 
congressional act, progress of the state­ 
hood svould undoubtedly be stopped un­ 
til such terms were lived up to. 
The organization and procedure of a 
constitutional convention is somewhat 
similar to that of the Iegl-lalive bodies. 
There are usually elected a president, 
vice president aud corps of secretaries, 
assistant* and other forces. Following 
thi* there is the appointment of eom- 
1 m ttees, more or less numerous, which 
I might include legislative, judicial, ex- 
l ecutive, federal relations, internal im- 
I provements, amendments, 


a verbatim report, which would give a 
lasting volume and would be safer than 
man’s memory. 
However, the conven­ 
tion must determine to keep within the 
federal appropriation of $100,000, made 
to carry on the work, and out of which 
must come every item of expense. Un 
der the terms of the enabling act mem­ 
bers receive only the pay of an Oklaho­ 
ma legislator—$4 per day for sixty 
days. 
Thereafter he donates his aer 
vices. 
One difficulty will be the elimination 
of prevalent matter, or matter which 
properly belongs in the laws. 
As 
vast majority of the delegates are com 
mitted to the initiative and referendum, 
there will be ample opportunity for the 
people to determine many of the lead­ 
ing questions at the polls, provided 
they are not written in the constitu­ 
tion. 
The convention, having power 
through the referendum, which is re­ 
garded as certain to go in the constitu­ 
tion, may refer subjects found to be 
popular by the separate submission 
plan, or on the same ballot which de­ 
termines the fate of the constitution 
itself. 
If receiving the required per 
cent of all the votes, it immediately 
becomes a part of the constitution and 
enjoys all the distinctiveness and power 
of other constitutional provisions. 
When the people ratify the conven­ 
tion’s w ork the document so accepted 
t a k e s rank first in importance of all 
state documents, is the basis for judi­ 
cial decisions, and is usually given a 
resting place in the sacred archives of 
the commonwealth. 
Considering the opportunity, the out- 
Vard sincerity of purpose, there is 
every indication favorable to a consti­ 
tution of which the sisterhood of states 
will be proud. #

W IL L H AVE MORE FREEDOM. 


Anticipation of Statehood for Indian 
T e rrito ry and Oklahoma Causes 
Uneasiness— Band Headed by 
Carlisle Graduate. 


Fort Worth, Tex.—Blanket Indians 
are on the move. 
During the past 
week a party of them passed through 
this city, headed by “Carlisle Bill,” 
who seemed to be the spokesman for 
the Indians. 
He derived his nick­ 
name because of the fact that he is a 
graduate of the Carlisle school. 
He 
Is a full-blood Cherokee 
and 
wears 
the native costume. 
In anticipation of both Indian Ter­ 
ritory and Oklahoma becoming states 
these Indians are uneasy 
and 
are 
seeking another country. 
They are 
going to Mexico where they say they 
can continue to live their own lives 
in their own way without being both­ 
ered by the white man under the lat- 
ter’s civilizing influence. 
The Indi­ 
ans are colonizing in Chihuahua. 
The Indians were togged out in reg­ 
ular redman 
fashion. 
They 
wore 
plaited, long hair down their backs, 
w'hile their headgear 
consisted 
of 
tattered hats stuck full of feathers 
and gaily decorated with beads. Moc­ 
casins were worn 
and their 
bodies 
were covered with deep red blankets 
of their own make. 
“Carlisle Bill” 
spoke good English. 
He had with 
him three squaws and one pappoose. 
’‘Practically, 
all the Indians 
who 
have not been Americanized are going 
to Mexico to live.” said Carlisle Bill. 
“We do not care to adopt American 
customs and Mexico is the only coun-

try we can live In in freedom.

there and we will have the freedom 
we desire. 
Jh e Indians are the rich­ 
est people per capita in the United 
States, and we are am ply able to buy 
our own lands.

chase. 
As soon as we have secured 
'e land I will return to the territory 
and will bring all my people back 
with me.” ' 
The real “blanket” 
Indians 
are 
greatly dissatisfied with the fact that 
all of the Indian Territory has been 
opened to white settlement. 
They 
know it means that they must accept 
tho ways of the white people or be 
exterminated. 
Mexico is offering in­ 
ducements for them to go there. 
Un­ 
der the new law the Indians have no 
tribal government and can sell their 
land and can go where they please, 
provided they behave themselves.

period of the Norman conquest, and from 1120 until 1172

by 
fire 
in 
1184. 
Henry 
ll. 
then 
ordered 
a 
larger 
abbey 
built, 
the 
church 
of which wras 528 feet in length, and during the excavations for the 
foundations a grave supposed to be that of King 
Arthur 
was 
discovered. 
Prosperity smiled on the abbey until the days of Henry VHI. and the reforma­ 
tion. 
Abbot Whiting refused to surrender Glastonbury and its treasures to 
Henry in 1539, whereupon the enraged king suppressed and dismantled the 
institution and hanged the abbot, whose body was quartered, the head being 
fixed on the abbey gate. 
The buildings of the abbey covered sixty acres, but 
i of these, little now remain. Glastonbury is considered as the cradle of Eng­ 
lish tradition and history with interesting religious associations.

Fergus Falls, Minn.—In the posses­ 
sion of E. J. Oxley, of this city, is a 
Burmese book of exceeding value. 
It 
is about 18 inches in length, and the 
leaves are 2 fa inches in width 
and 
much thicker than ordinary paper. 
Fastened together they make a vol­ 
ume about 
five inches thick. 
The 
leaves are sections of palm leaf, paper 
being unknown until centuries alter 
this particlar book was made, and the 
characters are delicately cut into the 
leaves, so that there is no such thing 
jas fading. 
The book was given Mr. Oxley by 
Sergt. Fred Stokes, of the English 
army, who took it from a Burmese 
temple in the English-Burman war of 
25 years ago. Mr. Oxley, who is him 
self an Englishman, had occasion to 
visit his 
native 
land, 
aud 
Sergt. 
Stokes made him a present 
of 
the 
book as he was returning to Amer­ 
ica. 
The sergeant had taken a 
small 
Burmese god from the same temple, 
and the temple and village were then 
burned by the soldiers. 
Neither he 
nor Mr. Oxley regarded the book as 
anything more than ordinary curios­ 
ity at the time the present was made. 
The first intimation that Mr. Ox­ 
ley had as to its real value was given 
him by a Burmese lecturer to whom 
he showed it a few months ago. The 
man, on seeing it, bluntly told 
the 
owner that he never came by any 
such book as that honestly; that it 
could not be held as private property 
in Burin ah, and that it was kept sa­ 
cred and never handled except by the 
higher orders of the priesthood. 
He 
stated that it had taken at least one 
man a lifetime to carve the curious 
characters, and that the book was at 
least 6,000 years old. 
He offered Mr. 
Oxley $200 for it, but he had already 
told him too much about it and the 
offer was 
promptly 
declined. 
He 
then offered $40, and this offer was 
also declined. 
The lecturer, before leaving town, 
told some friends 
that 
the 
book 
would sell for several thousand dol­ 
lars if it were offered to the right 
person. 
Local ministers and others

Then he located the mouth of the tun­ 
nel itself. 
It is perfectly formed, and 
the stream gushes from a fissure at 
the extreme end.

The tunnel is 500 feet long, six feet 
high, four feet wide and straight as 
an arrow, with only a rise of sevei 
i 
feet in its entire length. 
Hinsdale 
purchased 
the 
entire 
tract of land, put in a narrow-gauge 
railroad, built an electric plant and 
lighted the tunnel with incandescent 
lamps. 
A company Is being organized 
to 
bottle the water, which, on account of 
its purity and historical associations, 
is expected to meet with ready sale.

tomary surroundings, and devote hiny 
self to the business of being cured. 
In the majority of cases the writer 
administers some remedies hypoder­ 
mically at stated hours. 
He usually 
prescribes alcoholic liquors 
during 
the first few days of treatment, grad­ 
ually withdrawing them. 
Milk and raw eggs are probably the 
best nutriment. 
Apomorphine is tho 
most prompt and effective hypnotic.
